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Beginning with this incisive 
exploration of the psychological 
and philffiOphkai heart of con¬ 
spiracy , cons^kao iiiGtST will 
run a scries of articles in which 
Dr. Kray will outline his pro 
vOiVfive and challenging views 
on the nature, philosophy, 
methods, and goals of the con¬ 
spiratorial pa wer elite.

Man* Economy and State, the 
book from which, the present 
conference hm derived its 
theme, provides a very* sys¬ 
tematic* coherent, and valid 
derivation of ihc necessary 
disintegration of any attempted 
planned economy. The argu¬ 
ment iii, basically, a restatement 
of von Mises 1 argument: in 
Human Action t suitably mo¬ 
dernized and improved upon. 
Despite their high level of 
technical competence, and their 
impressive logical apparatus, 
and irrespective of their very 
worrying conclusions* both 
books, and the whole tradition 
of economic thinking they repre¬ 
sent, have been largely ignored 
by the academic establishment 
of economics. By “ignored" 1 
mean ignored, and not refuted. 


Mainstream economics seems 
not even to have bothered to try 
to show why they neglect the 
powerful argumentation of the 
free markci economists. They 
have just continued to act and 
behave as if this argumentation 
never existed. Isn’t this fact of 
some concern and interest? 

Many possible explanations 
conic to mind. Most of them 
relate to the sociology of 
academic research. Academics, 
such an explanation would ven¬ 
ture, belong usually to a dosed. 
Or relatively closed, tradition. 
They consider their interests to 
be defined both by a very 
Specifically defined literature 
and a very specific reference 
group, U is this reference group, 
in turn, which would determine 
their professional career in 
terms of jobs and publications. 
It n both idealistic and old 
fas hi oned 5 this e X pi a na t j cm 
would continue, to expect 
academics to be concerned with 
truth or with solutions to 
problems. 

Rather, as anybody else, they 
would be interested with promo¬ 
tion, prestige, social acceptabili¬ 
ty, publishabilily —- none of 
these interests being served too 
well by a perverted interest m 
rebellious schools of thinking. 

Ibis explanation, however, 
does not seem to ine fully satis¬ 
fying, despite Us elegant, cynical 
nature. It i* true that the ‘rank 
and Hie’ economists would 
apply such considerations. Hut 
these do not apply to the 
“opinion leaders*’ of the field, 
those few well known “authori¬ 
ties 1 * who have shown, if only 
by reference to their sociological 
status* that they have some 
ability for independent work, 
or, at least, for creating ihe im¬ 
pression that they possess such 
an ability. How come that a 
non-idiot like Galbraith, who is 
one of the extreme advocates of 
a full* planned economy, has 


managed to ignore completely 
the von Mises tradition? Is it 
due to non-readme, or non¬ 
comp rehension? Or arc there 
other reasons involved? 

The purpose Of the present 
paper ts to argue that there arc 
*ucb reasons, and that they are, 
at least partially, of a relevant 
nature. More specifically, they 
refer to either hidden premises 
or to tacit premises which 
separate libertarian* free enter¬ 
prise oriented economists from 
rhe official spokesman for 
planned economy. The d is unc¬ 
tion drawn in rhe last sentence is 
nut accidental Tacit premises 
arc premises of which one is not 
aware, because they are not ar¬ 
ticulated explicitly. Hidden 
premises are premises somebody 
has been acting carefully to 
hide. So he must have been well 
aware of them in the first place, 
but coasidcred it not to be to his 
advantage to advertise them. 
The reference to “hidden 
premises'* does imply assign¬ 
ment of impure motives — but I 
can’t see any valid reason for a 
contrary presumption, Aflcr 
all, to assume that aJl academic 
researchers ore, by necessity, 
virtuous, human loving angels, 
who can be criticized only by 
reference to their intellectual or 
scholarly shortcomings, seems 
to he very arbitrary, The late 
Adolph Hitler and the contem¬ 
porary Idi Amin have already 
shaken the similar presumption 
concern i ng I he fundam en ta I 
good nature and benevolence of 
heads of states. I see no a priori 
reason to exempt academics, in 
respect of their professional 
work, from the suspicion of 
ulterior motive served through 
Ihese works, motives which have 
nothing to do with truth, 
knowledge, or even good form. 
Later arguments, I hope, wiH 
show that Lhi$ suspicion derives 
from more chan a personal 
persecution complex. 


THE BASIC 
ASSUMPTION OF 
FREE ECONOMICS 

Man, Economy and State, 
which IT1 henceforth take, for 
reason* of convenience alone, as 
the standard reference exposi¬ 
tion of Austrian free economy, 
is, like other masterpieces of 
economic thought of all tradi¬ 
tions, a deductive treatise. It 
proceeds not by an empirical 
analysis of economic activities 
but b> a logical derivation of the 
conditions and nature of 
economic activity. As such, this 
derivation must rest on assump¬ 
tion* which arc, in the context of 
cco nomt c theory, axi c ma tic * 
Namely, ai least for economic 
theory; these assumptions must 
stand beyond the need of proof. 
Rothbard is welt aware of this 
fact, and, actually selects for at¬ 
tention his fundamental as¬ 
sumption in the very beginning 
of his book: (p, 1) “Human 
action is governed by a certain 
purpose I hat the actor has in 
view. The purpose of a man's 
act h his end; the desire to 
achieve this end Is the man's 
motive for instituting the action. 
We could not conceive of 
human beings who do not act 
purposefully, who have no ends 
in view that they desire and at¬ 
tempt to attain. Things that did 
not act, that did not behave pur* 
pose frilly, would no longer be 
classified as human." 

Jl li is this fundamental truth 

— this axiom of human action 

— that forms the key to our 
study , . . economics is based on 
an analysis of the necessary 
logical implications of ibis 
concept. i, 1 * 

Thus* economic theory, while 
itself not including any detailed 
study of human nature, is based 
on certain specific assumptions 
concerning the nature of man: 
that man possesses certain 
abilities — to wit — con- 
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iiciousncss, desire (or will) and 
action, Man can set up a pur¬ 
pose, of which he may be aware, 
and act in order to lealize this 
purpose. This is an assumption 
Roihbard considers to be 
bejnond dispute, fur reasons 10 
be immediately touched upon. 

Thus, all or RoibbardS argu¬ 
ment (or T i f you wish, the whole 
argument in favour of a free 
economy) is predicated on thE 
assumption* The assumption 
itself lies, of course* outside of 
the domain of political- 
economy. It belongs to the study 
of ihe fundamental nature of ex¬ 
istence - metaphysics. Hence the 
title of ihfa paper refers 
to metaphysical presupposi¬ 
tions. This fact alone implies the 
fo Hu wing consequences' 

(a) Th 'i nkers wh o disagree with 
this basic axiom, and start 
from different basic ax¬ 
ioms, would be left mum- 
pressed by Roihbard** 
aFgumenL Moreover, in 
view of the fact that this ax¬ 
iom of human action is not, 
in itself* part of economics, 
they would not consider it 
ihrir professional concern 
to criticize it* 

(b) Thinkers who do not 
consider economics 10 he, 
basically, a theoretical 
study, but as a mani 
putative tool, would ignore 
Roihbard r s arguments for 
other, though related 
reason: The reason is, that 
Roth bard's conception of 
man allows for a very* in¬ 
teresting paradox, which 
Roihbard did not lake into 
account. This parados can 
be used to motivate and 
make possible a planned 
economy. This is the 
paradox of freedom, to be 
discussed later. 

1 will elaborate the first point. 
It relates to the basic tacit (not 
hidden) premise of planned 
economy — one which is very 
pervasive in our culture. 


DETERMINISTIC 
MATER!4USM AND 
FI AWED ECONOMY 

I'he official view of man, pi tv 
pagated by intellectuals of all 
professions, which underlie* 
also official economics, is that 
man is. basically* a material en¬ 
tity, a form of a complex 
machine As such, his actions 
arc (pre) determined by a variety 


of causes, to be analyzed on 
various levels: physiological, 
chemical, biological, or even so¬ 
ciological and psychological. 
However* whatever the derails 
of this causal analysis, its very 
nature implies that man does 
nor, introspection notwith¬ 
standing, aei purposefully, he is 
not aware of any purposes, 
because he has none, and he 
does not act to achieve anything, 
he only reacts to stimuli. The 
difference between man and a 
robot is only complexity and 
materials. 

This vie* of man is hailed as 
“scientific/ 1 Behavioristic psy¬ 
chology and materialistic phi¬ 
losophy take ji fen granted* a* if 
k had been proved by ‘‘hard 1 ' 
science (namely, physics, che¬ 
mistry, biology). To reject ihis 
vkw of man is to betray a “reac¬ 
tionary/* sentimental allegiance 
to the idea Thai man is a con¬ 
scious, willing, aware* subject, 
an ‘*1.** This idea is, however, 
out of place in modern times, 
due coils religious ancestry* 

Granted that man is a 
material, deterministic, ma¬ 
chine, however, a planned 
economy sectns to follow. You 
can plan for a factory, con- 
skiing of many machines, by 
reference to input Output re- 
quirements Why not plan fur a 
Factory which is a whole 
society? 

“Scientifically" speaking, 
each human machine has its 
own input requirements 
human needs — such as food, 
clothes, shelter* transport from 
and 10 work, programming 
(education), etc. Each * 4 human 
resource 11 can produce work. It 
is possible to plan mathe¬ 
matically a complete system 
which survives by producing ac¬ 
cording to consumption needs, 
and allocates products ac¬ 
cording to consumption needs. 
This is a planned economy* 
Granting I he assumption I hat 
man is a machine, it is the only 
possible form of economy* 
Granting this assumption, it 
can be stable and survive 
indefinitely, 

Clearly, whoever holds this 
assumption can ignore Rmh- 
bard's argument* because he 
starts by full denial of his basic 
axiom. Thus, the fundamental 
disagreement between planned 
economy thinkers and free 
eiilerprise economist v lie* pre¬ 
cisely here Thus, ii is easy to see 
why a Galbraith, say, who 


assume?;, as any good Marxist 
does, that “consciousness is a 
by- product of material forces,' 1 
would ignore Roihbard and von 
Mises, and fur good reasons. 
But the matter does not end 
here, 

THE M ATERIALIST 
PARADOX 

The materialistic deter 
mink lie view of man is, how¬ 
ever, untenable for very ob¬ 
vious, logical reasons. The op¬ 
ponents of this view have re¬ 
iterated the argument disprov¬ 
ing ihk view of man many times 
—- and none of them ever under¬ 
stood why he was ignored. Lei 
us review this argument, just to 
see why it would be ignored. 

If man is a machine, he k in¬ 
capable of knowledge. Know¬ 
ledge requires awareness, as well 
as purpose and truth. To obtain 
knowledge, one must he able to 
make decisions, judgements. 
One must possess me la physical 
freedom of decision. Tims, if 
man k a machine, ihk fact, nor 
any other, is not knowable by 
man. How do materialists - dc- 
tcrministics justify their claim to 
know\ all the more so scien¬ 
tifically, that man is a machine? 
They must be machines, as web. 
Thus, by 1 heir own admission, 
they make a claim which cannot 
be justified, nor even under- 
stood. (A machine understands 
nothing. A computer may com¬ 
pute, but a human con¬ 
sciousness of a programmer is 
required to interpret its mean¬ 
ingless symbols). 

This argument is very ob¬ 
vious. Still, it has been totally 
ignored. Why? Here, we go 
from the realm of tacit assump¬ 
tions to that of hidden assump¬ 
tions. Clearly, nobody can write 
a book which purports in com¬ 
municate knowledge, and, at the 
same time, deny ihai he is 
capable of possessing know¬ 
ledge, communicating it, or 
understanding it. One must he 
too stupid to make such a move 
— and none of the prominent 
thinkers of the materialistic 
deterministic Iradition - is Ehai 
stupid* 

This argument applies with 
equal Foiee 10 economics. To 
plan an economy, somebody 
must be there who can plan. 
Machines don 1 ! plan them¬ 
selves, A conscious being is re¬ 
quired 10 plan — someone satis¬ 
fying the basic axiom of Roth* 
bard. Someone with conscious¬ 


ness, will and ability to act. 
Planning requires, in the trivia! 
ease* planners, if the planners 
are planned, then logic leads us, 
by necessity, to unplanned plan¬ 
ners* How are they possible? 
Thai is* granting that man is 
a material machine, predeter¬ 
mined by forces which have 
nothing to do with allegedly il¬ 
lusory conscious ness and will? 

Now, critics of the dominant 
materialistic deterministic view 
of man. or* more narrowly, of 
planned economy* have stopped 
at this point. Naively, they' were 
of the opinion that rhey made 
rheir point, and the fact that 
nobody answered it indicates 
that they were undefeatable. 
Were they? 

I am driving to make a point 
here which is very simple, but, 
ai the same time, quite shock¬ 
ing, and hence hard to digest. 
Thar is why I make all these in 
treductions. What 1 want to say 
is very unpleasant to say. It is 
much more safe 10 remain in the 
realm of logical argument con¬ 
cerning assumptions, and not to 
examine human motives under¬ 
lying the publication of such 
argumcnis. TruL h, howeves T as 
wdl as commitment to the cause 
of freedom, compels me to voice 
thia point — ami HI leave it to 
you to judge il- 

The point is: nobody is so 
stupid to not know tbai a 
planned economy cannot termsE 
only of planned robots, but also 
of plan iters, and that if man is. 
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s^cncr a! to 1 , a robot, the imdlcc- 
titali? who claim he ps. prrvenly a 
robot* could not logically be 
robots Bui this fact can be hick 
den. The potrir Is. of course, the 
planners do not consider them- 
tafvta machines to he plgnnecl, 
Rariser, they believe thai iwo 
hi rick of human brings exi^r* or 
can tie made tu exist rahnis and 
thinkers, machines anti pro- 
grammers* workers and manag¬ 
ers. fsuJbfeers and rulers. This, of 
course* is an old idea. Plato has 
made his political philosophy 
out of it. There are, basically, 
two kinds of mam at least, and 
one kind should ink the other. 
ArisEOtlespokc, no lesj frankly, 
about “natural staves 11 and 
"natural mastm/' Today, it Is 
not fashionable to draw atten¬ 
tion to this division- It Is simply 
presupposed, and made bidden. 

Let me pul this same issue in 
different language: Those who 
speak ah caul man as a machine, 
or about economic planning, 
want to say something different' 
they want la say: 11 We are (he 
elite. We were burn to rule. We 
can think and plan. The rest are 
mindless bodies, born to Hard 
work and no thought. They have 
to be tnadc to live, as be Fits their 
nature, as slaves* in a slave 
economy, which \ye will run a rad 
manage. Tr 

Bui this is not the whole 
message, Plato, alter all. tailed 
because he was too sincere. 
People* even machine^ do not 
want to hear ihal others are bet¬ 
ter than ihern. Moreover, they 
obc% better hidden mastery 
masked by "ihe ^taie " Thus, it 
Is surprising, but should not 
really be, that the r .ame people 
speak aboul man as a machine, 
about l lie need to plan rhe 
coonothy p about state control 
uf l Lie Munumy, apd =1 bn Lit 
"human equality . 11 We aie all 
equal + taid Orwell, except Those 
who are more equal. These, 
however, should be hidden, 
lienee, they would not be 
attacked, 

Now, a group which ine^ to 
establish iis own supremacy 
over others by hidden means is, 
by dictionary definition, a con¬ 
spiracy. Hence, my argument 
implies that there is a com 
spiralnrtal motive behind 1 he

Here I reach ray last pojiu* the 
paradox of freedom, a heady re¬ 
ferred to* and it shows that they 
are nor deceiving themselves at 
all — only to understand their 
full pin pose and meaning a 
area Lei courage is needed than 
whal seems due, at first glance. 

THEPARADOX 
OF FREEDOM 

The paradox of freedom has 
an old philosophical hisrory* 
and malty versions, it is ^ety 
deep! me La physically, and of 
alarming practical significance, 
Rolhbard* unfortunately* and 
other libertarian Hunkers never 
TolJow^d Hs( consequences to 
their lull, abriHing outcome. To 
state the paradox fully, a 
ihco logical version ilierwq" may 
be helpful: Can tiod, who is* h\ 
assiimpiion* totally omniscient 
and totally UFTmipulcnE, hence 
absolutely free* crraEt a stone he 
cannot Lift? Wh&ceve* answer 
you give s you seem to end in a 
contradiction, But this Is only 
an Illusion The answer H: God 
can create such a stone, and 
thereby gne up his own om¬ 
nipotence, and become less than 
God, In ulber words, freedom, 
=1* exercised in time, can reduce 
itself. As a free ngttii, I can 
deride I will nev^i make any fur- 
[her decisions* and that I will 
□ever remember this very deci¬ 
sion. Having mm It? this deci¬ 
sion, due to my freedom r which 
implies my ability to control my 
own e*i:oenec by my decisions* I 
have lOit* for goud, my power 
of deeision* and have been 
transformed into an entity 
which can only react* nos In- 
iEialc action. God, actually, 
could decide also to become a 
stone, uj<id F In view uf his as¬ 


sumed power, become one, ir¬ 
revocably. A free man can sell 
himself as a slave* and (hereby 
renounce his freedom. A sover¬ 
eign of a sEa(e can use bis 
sovereignty Lo transfer rule to 
another, Lhus losing sovereignty 
bv exercising iL. These are all ex¬ 
amples, for one basic logical 
pattern. And fins pattern shows 
how RolhbarcTj firs* axiom 
(which* indeed* nobody could 
sensibly arnf honestly deny, 
with due, by his demons iratiou 
of his power nf judgment 
1 h rough denial* prove Els truth) 
can lead ro a planned economy. 
What Is needed here Is only 
some mdtictmcnF. some help, by 
those who ++ plaiT’ to the others 
to become robots, zombies or 
machines. 

Here another subject comes to 
the picture: Modern psychology. 
Many thinking individual ig¬ 
nore ibis subjccl became they 
consider It to be ^imsciejjjffac / 1 
due to Hi failure (0 provide any 
practical method to solve any 
human problem: Insanity* men¬ 
tal angulsh f educarioT]. family

"knowledge.” This altitude of 
Lgnoring psychology is* how- 
cver T mistaken* because psy¬ 
chology has ape rated, from it^ 
conception, towards a com¬ 
pletely diffcrenl aim: Control of 
human behavior. SkJdncr T Ehe 
writer of “beyond freedom and 
dignity ' 1 made tills tact very 
dear. Psychology is intended lo 
L each how one can transform a 
human being from a free agent 
lo a stimulus response condi- 
Li oned re Hex machine. Clearly, 
Skinner doei, not bdkvc he, 
himself, needi to be eon Ir oiled 
~ who could control the con- 
tvnJlers. J The sMitie old qu ration. 
Rather* ht should eosuiol 
others. A ad* indeed* psychology 
has grown: Drugs* shock*, 
sJur^atiun, aversion condition- 
luji, hyprsiisiSj educational 
brain washing, till ihrac arc vahd 
psydiologital icrisruqucs for the 
subjugation uf free individuals! 
\oi making than suitable sub’ 
lects in a planned society, 

ft can be proirated ihai I am 
going here beyond the realm of 
economics, as well 3s ph iloso 
phy. Nor so Psychological con¬ 
trol es possible in virtue of the 
paradox of freedom. Psychoice 
gy, as a discipline* c^*> be de- 
finetl ris a coUecTion of practical 
inducements technique needed 
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to make a free agent give up, 
gradually, his freedom. As such* 
it i s essential for a planned 
society, because otherwise the 
planning would not work. USSR 
is, economically* failing. This 
was due to the use of fear and 
physical punishment as means 
of control These techniques are 
u mophisti cated T he C h i nese 
method s of "group prepare 4 * 
do work — China has managed 
to demonstrate a planned 
economy which can stably sur¬ 
vive, by total enslavement, 
robot) cati cm or zombi Heat ion, 
choose your term, of its 
population. 

SUMMARY 

On one level, the disagree¬ 
ment between free enterprise 
economists and planned econo¬ 
my fans concerns human na¬ 
ture: A metaphysically free man 
can survive only in a free 
economy; a robot can only sur- 
vivc in a planned economy. 

On a deeper level* the dis¬ 
agreement ts in motive: 
Granting man's fundamental 
freedom, one can derive the 
paradox of freedom. This al 
lows for some men acting so as 
to make Others relinquish their 
freedom, and for a planned 
economy, or, more extensively a 
planned society where a minori¬ 
ty of 11 thinking intellectuals," 
hidden by the impenetrable 
screen of anonymity (The State), 
rules a vast majority of ro¬ 
botized workers. Clearly, those 
who desire this form of elitism* 
cannot advocate ii openly. They 
have to hide both intent and 
premises, and to pay the rela 
tivdy light price of seeming in 
consistent. The facl \hn\ 
someone possesses an academic 
position does not imply that he 
is concerned with truth more 
than power. And to argue with 
one who wants power on the 
assumption that he wants truth 
is both to misunderstand his 
position and to waste one** 
time. 

Another pei*$pcelivc; A 
planned society is not only 
economically and politically 
controlled, bin, most signifi¬ 
cantly, psychologically. It can 
survive, China, and Sweden, 
demonstrate that, Man as man 
wouldn*t survive, except for a 
select elite of smart, and cor¬ 
rupt, leading “planners.”

POWER ELITES

The most fascinating» but still 
largely unexplored, research 
topic today is that of the history 
and current Operations of the 
power dire* shaping our world. 
Yet* only within the last decade 
have professional analysts and 
historians entered this arena 
which has long been the preserve 
of amateur historians, i.e, those 
whose main occupation is 
something other I ban I he com¬ 
pilation and analysis of in¬ 
formation. 

The professional analysis of 
power elites arid power elite 
operations, while long overdue, 
today cover* a widening spec 
tmm ranging from national in¬ 
telligence organizations, in¬ 
trigued by ihc internationalist 
antics of the United States and 
tide Soviet Union, io slower 
moving and historically oriented 
academics. 


The earlier amateur analysis 
which began in the 3920\ while 
a pathbreaking and a valiant ef¬ 
fort, has been something of 
a roadblock to professional 
analysis. This is because of the 
manner in which the tejm 
^conspiracy” has been applied* 
ahnosi as an article of faith, to 
explain anything and everything 
suspicious that moves or 
breathes without providing 
much in ihc way of hard sup* 
polling evidence* This naive ap¬ 
proach has enabled the power 
elites and their representatives 
to apply the label “paranoid” 
or the cliche 1 ‘devil theory of 
history" and scare off to a con¬ 
siderable extent serious con¬ 
sideration of power elite opera¬ 
tions and objectives. In brief, 
the amateur "conspiracy” dis¬ 
cussion has been around “bow” 
power dries are presumed to 
operate forgetting that it is 
equally important to know 
"who" and M why/ r or even 
"whether” conspiracy is a 
necessary or valid explanation 
for specific events* 

The fundamental difference 
between the "amateur” and the 
“professional” approach con¬ 
cerns ihc rules of mclhodo 
logical procedure. There are 
generally accepted rule* of 
scientific procedure. Any in¬ 
terpretation of events that is in¬ 
tended to survive in history has 
to conform to such rules. The 
hall mark of “amateur 11 analy 
sis has been to place explanation 
before examination, i,e. to ar¬ 
rive at conclusions before pro¬ 
viding evidence on which con¬ 
clusions axe based. In other 
words a causal explanation of 
an eveni is aoi necessarily a cor¬ 
rect explanation jusi because 
someone intuitively believes it to 
be so, An elementary point 
maybe, but thousands of pages 
of ‘^conspiracy” literature have 
little mote substance than a 
belief that a particular exptana 
lion of events is true and other 
possible explanation^ arc not 
true. 

By contrast the scientific 
method, the basis of all modern 
research, is a method based on 
observation* measurement and 
rational induction from these 
observations. This method does 
not start with the answer. The 
method explores in order to find 
a probable answer It first 
observes by collecting and 
analyzing information and 
then makes rational conclusions 


from these observation*. There¬ 
fore* a scientific method cannot 
Start with an explanation of 
"conspiracy” and then proceed 
to compile and w rite an accurate 
history, a procedure too often 
adopted by the amateur histori¬ 
an, The only scientifically ac¬ 
ceptable method is (1) hypothe¬ 
sis, (2) accumulation of data, (3) 
application of data to a hypo- 
thesis* (4) rational formulation 
of conclusions* 

As a case in point, the ex¬ 
istence of an overall "con¬ 
spiracy” among power elites is 
— at this time — no more than a 
hypothesis waiting to be ex¬ 
amined along with dozens of 
other equally valid hypotheses* 
(Such as competing conspiracy 
models — Ed) At least thai is the 
cautious assumption wc 
should be making. 

The reader may well inter¬ 
ject at this point some 
comment like “what about John 
Robison’s book PROOFS Of 
CONSPIRACY?” 

At the turn of the I9ih cen¬ 
tury John Robison was Pro¬ 
fessor of Natural Philosophy at 
University of Edinburgh and 
Secretary Of lhc Royal Society 
of Edinburgh* The evidence in 
Robison's book is largely accep¬ 
table* even when balanced 
against contemporary critiques. 
Further, Robison can be sup- 
ported today by material not 
available in the late ISth cen¬ 
tury. This material has been 
published in German (but not 
translated into English) and we 
certainly know a lot more today 
about ihc Illuminati than 
Robison did in the 1790*5. 
For example, Alfred flecker 
CHRISTIAN GOTTLOB 
NEEFE UND DIE BONNER 
ILLITMINATEN (Buuvicr Ver- 
lag* Bonn 1969) in spile of its 
brief ness presents a more precise 
outline of operations of the 
Order than the rambling Robi¬ 
son book, and Bernhard Bever, 
FREIMAUREREI IN MUN 
CHLN UND ALTBAIERN 
(Hamburg 1973) provides 
even more information. 

From these and other sources 
we find two crucial points tti be 
noted about Robison which are 
ignored by modern con- 
spiraioria lists:

Even then ihe story may be cast 
in shades, of grays rather than 
absolute blacks and whites. 
In other words w e dorft Live in a 
world of bad guy* and good 
guys. We live in a world where 
mcisr people - - lou lading would' 

be elitists — arc sometimes bad 
and sometfmra good, in which 
only a few make a lifetime 
career of doing one or die other 
exclusively. We also live in a 
world where anyone making a 
career of anti-sodal actio its will 
have gone to great pains lo con¬ 
ceal the Lrail, meaning due [acts 
are not always what they ^eemat 
firsL glance. Further, there is 
iiitlc question that anii-socfal 
elitists absorb useful ideax and 
efforts not originating within 
!be disc. For example George 
Ball’s racDi book DfPLO’

In brief, the amateur will took 
for Lbe cause of the event before 
examining Lhe event itself while 
the professional will look at the 
events and I he penumbra of rir- 
cunttBtneea before arriving at 
several if nor numerous possible 
explanations — out of which 
die may appear more likely 
than others. 

Why do not amateur hbton- 
arts adopi the professionaJ ap¬ 
proach? Probably because of 
Teai — fear that their world i* 
being taken away from them fcy 
unseen and apparently uvci- 
whdmingly powerful forces 
ibai only by cunvinci tiu oihers 
Of tiijs unseen force can the 
takeover be halted. En practice 
ol c ol i r s< rhU ur rational fearful 
approach based on gutiswork i& 
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self-defeating and merely 
guarantees the continuance of 
any power clues al work. 

Consequently * as most re¬ 
search work in this area will 
have to be undertaken by part- 
time amateur historians — at 
least in Ihc coming decade — it 
is vital that their work adhere to 
accepted scientific standards. 
The era of guesswork and straw- 
men is behind os. The era of 
precise factual examination of 
facts and careful induction from 
these facts is ahead. (To be 
continued).

Since the I960 publication of 
Le Malm des Magtciens (The 
Mommy of the Magicians) over 
a dozen works have been pro* 
dueed in France and Britain pro¬ 
bing the relationship between 
Nazi ideology and certain doc¬ 
trines characteristic of both 
Eastern religions and Western 
pag an culls. While /. c Ma tin des 
Magkiens itself claimed the 
primary occult influence on the 
Naas was that of Ruddhi&i and 
Hindu mysticism later works 
like Hitler et la Tradirian 
Cathare (briefly reviewed in the 
W i n irr 197 6 i ss ue o f Conspira cy 1 
Digest) sought ihc origin of thi^ 
occult stimulus primarily in 
Western mysticism and pagan¬ 
ism; namely, in the legends per¬ 
taining to ilk* Holy Grail and the 
doctrines of the Albigcnsian 
(Cathar) Heresy, Yci another 
category of works represented 
by Werner Get son's Le 
NazismSocle (e Secrete and 


Ren if Atieau's Hitler et lex 
5 octet es Secretes portray Nazi 
occultism as a composite of 
oriental and Occidcnlal in- 
riucnces. C o N ec ti vet y t he$e 
books represent a unique store¬ 
house of information nor only 
about the Nazi f Illuminati?) 
mentality buL also about a host 
of tmcrrclaicd secret societies 
including the Bavarian Il¬ 
luminati, the Knights Templar, 
the Teutonic Knights, the Holy 
Vehm, the Golden Dawn, the 
German Order and the Thule 
Society. It is this Iasi group, 
alon£ with its mysterious 
founder, rhar is the special focus 
of our attention here. 

THE THULE SOCIETY 

The 1 huk Society was created 
in August, 1918 as an offshoot 
from the German Order (Ger- 
manenordenf an Aryan occult 
1 od ge functio ni ng of re m t biy a > a 
Teutonic anti-Freemasonrv or¬ 
ganization. Like the German 
Order, Thule was a neo-Gnostic 
racist group; Us principal doc¬ 
trine taught: “ . . . I bar good 
was Aryan and evil was Se¬ 
mitic." (2) M The main purpose 
of the Thule Society . . . was to 
constitute a rallying point for ail 
the occult societies of like per 
suasion and thereby 10 remerge 
with ancient Germanic tradi¬ 
tion/* O) Tluis, Thule rapidly 
developed into a front for a 
whole group of anti-Semi tic oc¬ 
cult groups. Chief among these 
w ere tlvc Hammer Union (Retch- 
$ ham merb und) d o m i na ted b y 
Theodor Fririch and the Ger¬ 
man Order W abater of the 
Holy Grail. 

During ihe fateful spring of 
1919 the Thule Society played a 
leading role in the resistance to 
the 4 ‘Soviet Republic" that was 
briefly established in Bavaria. In 
fact, it was the execution of 
seven Thu Us is by ihc com mu nisi 
regime in Munich that provided 
the neo-Nazi groups through out 
Germany with Ihc necessary 
martyrs and atrocity stones to 
successfully arouse public 
opinion against the com- 
munists and Jews (4), 

The crucial role placed by the 
Thule Gcsellschaff is well at¬ 
tested to by chase who have 
made a determined effort to un¬ 
cover the nco-pagan-secret 
society roots or Nazi ism. Thus 
the Ajigtiberis express the con¬ 
viction that. 

Among the secret societies 

burgeoning in Germany im¬ 


mediately after World War J 
. , , the Vril Society and the 
Thule Society, otherwise 
known as the “Thule 
Gesdbchart” seem mosi 
dearly lo have given birth to 
the Hit let movement." (5) 

Likewise, Ra vender oft char¬ 
acterizes the Thule Society’ as, 
"the most powerful Occult So¬ 
ciety in Germany** and AUettu 
provides a complete member¬ 
ship hit of tfic Thule group 
showing That it& rank* contained 
numerous future Nazi leaders 
including; Max Amman, who 
been me edit or-i n-chicf o f pu b I i * 
cations of the Nazi Party; Anton 
Drexlcr, founder and president 
of the German Workers’ Party 
(DAP); Dietrich Uckart, occult¬ 
ist-advisor to Hnler; Harb 
Frank, subsequently the in¬ 
famous governor-general of 
Nazi Occupied Poland; Rudolf 
Hess (one is tempted to specu 
late that his continuing im¬ 
prisonment jus* may have some¬ 
thing to do with the fact that he 
is undoubtedly one of the last 
living members of the Thule 
Sodcty); Alfred Rosenberg and 
A doll Hitler himself who be¬ 
longed to the Thule Gesetl- 
schafr as an “associate mem¬ 
ber." (6,7) 


THE MYSTERIOUS 
‘ BARON von 
SE80mNi>OREF" 

Ihc chief architect of die 
Thule Geseltechtift, Baron Ru¬ 
dolf von Sebottendorfr inf Ru¬ 
dolf G1auer), was born in Silesia 
in November, 1875. His father 
was a locomotive dnver and the 
young Glauer eventually became 
an apprentice engineer. How* 
ever, instead ot following m his 
father's footsteps, at the age of 
23 he went to sea. He jumped 
ship in Australia and after 
trying his luck in rhe goldfields 
there he made his way to Turkey 
in 1901 

It was in Turkey that the 
metamorphosis of Rudolf 
Glauer into Baron Rudolf von 
Scboitcudorff occurred. If is 
claimed by Glauer-Sebot- 
lendurff that he was adapted by 
an aged Austrian nobleman, 
Baron Heinrich von Sebolien- 
dorff. Upon the death of Ihc 
Austrian Baron, Rudolf Glauer 
claims to have inherited his title 
This title, real or spurious, 
along with a goodly sum of 
money (also possibly an in 
hen to nee) stood him in good 


stead upon his return to Ger¬ 
many in 1913. 

It was during this Turkish 
phase of Rudolf ScbOttcudorfPs 
life (he actually became a Turk' 
ish citizen) (Hat he acquired his 
vast knowledge of the teachings 
and techniques of both oriental 
and occidental mysticism Re¬ 
garding SebottendorfFs Turkish 
experience Francis King Elates: 
“It is reported that he became 
acquainted with ihc former vari¬ 
ety of esoteric ism (oriental mys¬ 
ticism) by means of direct per¬ 
sona! contacts with initiates of 
various Dervish Orders, There is 
no reason to doubt this, 
for Scboltendorff unques¬ 
tionably knew a great deal about 
[Hamic mysticism, particularly 
about Sufism in all its aspects. 11 
( 8 ) 

Additional evidence concern¬ 
ing Seboitendorff’s involve- 
meiu with Islamic mysticism is? 
given by Ra vender oft who re¬ 
ports that he devoted con¬ 
siderable time Lo Sufi medita¬ 
tion. (9) 

In 1913 JS-ebottendorff re¬ 
turned to Germany fortified 
with a vast knowledge of ihc oc- 
cuti and substantial funds from 
an unknow i\ source. During the 
next few years he made exten¬ 
sive contacts with the leading 
members of numerous super- 
nationalist occult groups that 
were rapidly proliferating in 
Germany at this time. Finally 
laie in 1917 SebonendorfFs 
super-patriotism and occult ex¬ 
pertise attracted the attention of 
Herman Pohl, leader of the Ger¬ 
man Order Walvufcr Of the 
Holy Grail (one of ihc two 
branches- of the Germane- 
nordmy Shortly before Christ¬ 
mas 191? Seb attend orff was ap¬ 
pointed Bavarian section leader 
of Pohl’s organization. During 
the following year he labored

Betw een 3 Q29 and 1911 he erfl - 
vulcd extensively in Mexico and 
tht U.5. apparently negotiating 
certain commercial concessions 
For the Turkish govern uien-L 
Then in 193? he returned in Ger¬ 
many to publish his momentous 
hook, Bevor HitterKxim.

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THE INTERPOL 
CONSPIRACY

In 1923, in Germany* psy¬ 
chiatrists began formulating a 
philosophy that bier bloomed 
into what was known as the 
Euthanasia program* Prior to 
ihe War as early as 1920, books 
were published which advocated 
dial psychiatrists be protected 
from legal recourse* if they took 
it upon themselves to kill 
citizens* whose lives were 
4 ’devoid of value," Later Hiller 
removed the gas chambers from 
the menial institutions, where 
senior citizens were ^cru for 
# * ps ych o l op ca I testing, 11 and 
gased, co Concentration camps, 
which carried out the "Final 
Solution" for the Jewish 
problem, 

In 1923, in Vienna, another 
group was formed, the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Police Organi¬ 
zation, bier known as INTER¬ 
POL, its telex designation. Prior 
to the War* Interpol was set up 
by Dr, Oscar Dressier, to "assist 
police forces ihroughout the 
world,” by possessing files on 
citizens in every major country* 
Later Hitler moved Interpol to 
Berlin with Dressier, and its 
headquarters housed the "Final 
Solution Conference.” 

During the war years* from 
1939 45, the presidents of Inter¬ 
pol, were the head;* of the S5 
and Gestapo, Reinhard Hey- 
drreh and Barnst Kaltcnbrun¬ 
ner. Hiller knew welt the power 
of files and dossiers on citizens 
and used them to his full ad* 
vantage. Blackmail even of his 
own people was the order of the 


day, and the Interpol files 
served their purpose. 

There is no question that the 
philosophy of Dr* Dressier, 
who, otic of the original b rain¬ 
storm er* of Interpol’s birth was 
fastis tic in nature, This may 
sound like an understatement* 
but a student of the history of 
Interpol will come across a 
remarkable FR campaign that 
has been run by the executives of 
the organization, to separate In¬ 
terpol From its criminal past* 

Interpol, in its own literature, 
actually claimed that the organi¬ 
zation ceased to exist during the 
war, despite irrefutable dotu- 
men la don, pictures of their own 
magazine, and Berlin War docu¬ 
ments, laying out the entire saga 
of Interpol's Nazi history. This 
information was presented to 
Congress 3 years ago, yet Inter¬ 
pol claimed that Inlcrpot was 
not really Interpol* 

In 1946, the continuity of [n- 
lerpoFs Nazi tics continued, 
when F. E * Lou wage, again, 
moved the headquarters, after 
retrieving the Nazi funds and 
files from a bank in Berlin. The 
new home was Paris, France, 
and the new family leader* F. E. 
Louwage* had just terminated 
his services as the head of the 
Belgian political police, under 
Hitler* 

From 1946-6$, Interpol was in 
quite a turmoil with United 
State membership. The At¬ 
torney General was the official 
! n te rpol reprrsen ta tive, begi n- 
ning with the passage of a bill in 
1938, which also authorized the 
payment of dues to the organi- 
zation, In 1952* I. Edgar 
Hoover; who was the designated 
representative* appointed by the 
Attorney General, refused all 
cooperation with the private in¬ 
ternational police force* The 
reason was that he felt they were 
motivated politically and leaned 
toward a Communist sympathy. 
Interpol at (Hal time* apparent* 
ly t was attempting to force 
Hoover to assist in tracking 
down Czechoslovakian anti- 
Communisi refugees who fled 
the country' for America, 

In 1952, Interpol was in 
limbo, being run unofficially 
out of the Treasury Department. 
In 1958, Interpol was officially 
in the Treasury Department. No 
major events occurred other 
I ban citizens and artists 
through out the w orld falling 
victim to false Interpol 


files which were circulated 
in tern a! i on idly. 

With Nixon as President in 
1968* Paul Dickopf became the 
president of Interpol* Both men 
remained president until 1972* 
Paul Dickopf was SS Clrupen- 
fucr, SS# 337259, and high 
ranking officer in the dreaded 
SD, It was no mystery how In¬ 
terpol from 1968-72 obtained 
large donations from Venezuela 
and Brazil, so that the head- 
quarters could be moved to a 7 
story building in the fashionable 
suburb of Si. Cloud, France, 
The U*S, office also expanded 
from a part time staff member 
to 12 full time staff and new 
quarters. 

In 1976, the Justice Depart¬ 
ment made a bid for Interpol, 
and the Attorney General 
ordered the operation back in lo 
the justice Department* 

In the past 1 years, there have 
been 6 Congressional investiga¬ 
tions into Interpol's Nazi 
history and background, as wtiJ 
as their infringement on the 
privacy rights of American 
citizens. On the state level 5 bills 
have been proposed to ban all 
Interpol operations on the state 
level. 

The LLS* General Accounting 
Office (GAO) also initiated a 10 
month, IQ country investigation 
into Interpol, and discovered 
that in all sample cases studied 
by the GAO, not one case that 
Interpol handled over the past 
year involved international cri¬ 
minals, drug traffickers* or or* 
gatuzed crime figures* 

This year Joshua Eilberg 
(D-Pa), began an investigation 
into Interpol's involvement in 
b lack maiItng m u I ti m t i 0 Hal cor 
poratiom to obtain funds for 
Nixon's re-election campaign. 
The investigation will continue 
this fali in Washington, D,C., in 
Eirberg'i Subcommittee on Im¬ 
migration* Citizenship and In¬ 
ternational Law* 

Despite the federal investiga¬ 
tions and revelations about In¬ 
terpol's past and privacy in¬ 
fringements, no legislation has 
been proposed to curb ihis 
kingdom of cops from 
s tre tc h i 11 £ its in tenia ti ona l arms 
to every corner of ihc globe. 

Interpol currently has access 
ro FBI, CIA, IRS and local and 
federal crime information files 
which it can distribute to any of 
its 125 countries* 90^o of winch 
are nun-democratic in nature, 
including Yugoslavia, Rumania* 
Cuba and Syria. 


Interpol has traditionally re 
fused to assist in locating Naz 
War criminals or terrorists as i 
claims that it is not a politics 
organization and terrorism am 
genocide arc political crimes 
Still no legislation has been pro 
posed on a Federal level* 

Police officials throughou 
the United States, in response It 
the state bills to ban Interpol 
have become increasingly voca 
in their criticism of Interpol 
One detective in Florida, ii 
response to Rep. Eric Smitt 
(D-Miamils proposed bill 
slated, "Interpol has providee 
my department with informs 
rion which was found to be un¬ 
substantiated false allegations, 
based on personal vendetta 
rather than effective law en¬ 
force mem* and has placed m> 
police department as well as law 
enforcement tn general at risk." 

The National Commission on 
Law Enforcement and Social 
Justice {NCLE}* a citizens 1 
group investigating abusive 
police and intelligence practices 
and who has provided much of 
the data for the Congressional 
hearings* has collected many af¬ 
fidavits from American citizens 
who have been victimized* ar¬ 
rested, imprisoned and tormred 
by Interpol agents abroad 

An international businessman 
working in Washington* D C, 
who is currently filing a $9 
million suit against Interpol for 
false arrest, was arrested and 
imprisoned in Germany (while 
vacationing) for "kidnapping” 
his own children; a California 
navigator was tortured by elec¬ 
tric cattle prods in Mexico* An 
internationally famous author 
whose book showing InterpoTs 
involvement in protecting Nazi 
war criminals in South America, 
was the victim of a covert cam* 
paign of false reports to pub¬ 
lishers in Europe to prevent 
publication of his book, which 
later became a best seller. 

These ate only a few examples 
of Interpol harassment of 
American citizens, yet as NCLE 
officials stale, the extent of the 
assault on American citizens by 
Interpol is yet to be realized* as 
many do not even know that the 
harassment originated from this 
organization. 

Despite its continued growth* 
Interpol has been emba raisingly 
ineffective in curbing crime. It 
can account for only 18 arrests 
per country per year* fewei than 
CaUfoi nia makes in 2 hours, in¬ 
deed, international crime has in-

creased in the last few years, 
while I foe agency refuses to curb 
such crimes as highjacking. 

Some explanations for Inter¬ 
pol's Inefficiency were un¬ 
covered in reccM testimony by 
the NCLE's Director ol Re- 
search, Vaughn Young be¬ 
fore t he H ou se Su boom m i ttee 
On Treasury' Appropriations, 
chaired bv Rep, Tom Sted 
(D-Okla), ' 

According to Mr. Young's 
testimony, foreign officials of 
Interpol have been secretly traf¬ 
ficking m narcotics and extor- 
ling money from other 
traffickers. 

The testimony included a 
report from the Agency' fur In¬ 
ternational Development (AID) 
which concerns the Bolivian 
Police and an Inteipot unit 
there. It cited cocaine as the cor¬ 
rupting influence which led to 
the arrest of 2 Interpol chiefs in 
La Paz, Young added that 
material had been shown to bun 
implicating French intelligence 
services in the trafficking t>r nar¬ 
cotics. Young said ah reports 
seen by him were from Last year 
or current, indicating that ihc 
French connection is alive and 
well right under ihe nose of In¬ 
terpol headquarters. 

Young produced affidavits 
from thcCJA which linked con¬ 
victed Watergate conspirator 
Egjl “Bud" Krogb to Interpol 
activity. Only Iasi month, Rep. 
Joshua Eilberg (D-Pa.) revealed 
to Interpol officials appearing 
before his Subcommittee rrn Im¬ 
migration that information had 
been given the Subcommittee 
that Mixon aides had used Inter¬ 
pol to blackmail mu I tins lions] 
corporations for funds. 

The Interpol CIA affidavit 
came from a Freedom of In¬ 
formal ion Act (FOI A) suit 
brought by ihc NGLE last year, 
The CIA admitted to leaving 11 
documents regarding their co¬ 
operation with Interpol, but 
have refused to release them. 
Affidavits filed in a Los Angele?. 
District Court Identify ifac J1 
documents by dates and some 
names.

It is 
noi known if the material sup¬ 
ports Eilbcrg’s investigation oi 
indicates another link to the 
Nixon Administration. 

Young testimony is further 
born ou? by a recent General Ac 
counting Office (GAO) report 
which found, among other 
things, that there were no major 


crime figures or crime syn¬ 
dicates in Interpol's files, but in¬ 
stead, a concentration on stu¬ 
dents and military personnel in¬ 
volved tti drugs. 

Not surprisingly, Interpol 
claims that Nazi war criminals 
are not part of its jurisdiction 
Yet its publication, the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Police Review, 
has made such overt remark?: ax 
“Jewish offenders have a pre¬ 
ference of offenses which re¬ 
quire the use of craftiness , . . 
that explains why Interpol . . , 
has so many Jewish names in \t& 
files,” written by Paul Mara- 
buEO in April 1950. This is 
reminiscent of ail Ol her more re¬ 
cent "enemies” list — the IRS 
enemies list which included 
many religious organizations., 
the Church of Scientology 
among them. 

Nazi infiltration of law en¬ 
forcement agencies is a well- 
known fact* As the Nazi empire 
began to crumble, a great deal 
of attention was placed by Nazi 
leaders on Nazi escape routes, 
and this meant getting police 
cooperation. 

Jeff Sternberg, a writer and 
reporter for the L. A. Free Press, 
proposes a possible scenario in 
his article “Did Interpol Save 
Postwar Nazis?”

Contacts in thcU.S.A. would be 
helpful, particularly if those 
contacts included 2 Federal 
agenda which had secret agents 
working for them. Finally* he 
would need a friendly govern¬ 
ment in a new country io receive 
him. As an additional safeguard 
and to cover the track s of people 
and communications between 
Latin America and the world P 
an authority on Latin America 
would be helpful. All ibis would 
take large amounts of money,

They 
reason this way: Commodity 
prices rise sooner and io a 
steeper level than wage rates. 
On the one hand, wage earn¬ 
ers and salaried people, 
classes who spend the greater 
part of their income for con 
sumption and Rave little, aie 
adversely affected and must 
accordingly restrict their ex¬ 
penditures, On the other 
hand, the proprietary strata 
of the population, whose pro¬ 
pensity to save a considerable 
pan of their income is much 
greater, are favored: they do 
not increase their consump¬ 
tion in proportion, but 
also increase their savings. 
Thus in iHe community as a 
whole (sic) there arises a 
tendency toward an inten¬ 
sified accumulation of new 
capital. Additional invest* 
menl is the corollary of the 
restriction of consumption 
imposed upon that pari of the 
population which consumes 
the much greater part of the 
annual produce of the eco¬ 
nomic system.

While these facts bear further 
research Bove seems to refuse to 
confide! anything oilier than 
duplicity as an explanation.
